This was the first engage¬ 
ment of the 11th Regiment 
after it’s organization into 
a regiment. It returned to 
camp that night with its 
booty consisting of between 
200 and 300 prisoners with 
their horses, bridles, saddles

And, according to the Rev. Rob¬ 
ert L. Henneasee, pastor ofW arm 
Springs Presbyterian Church, the 
chapel has “struggled to carry on 
a ministry to the Bacova comm¬ 
unity, but for various reasons, 
the ministry has never been a 
very satisfactory one over the 
years," 

Some years ago, two noted 
elders of the Presbyterian 
Church in Hath County - Walter 
Farnsworth of the Hot Springs 
church and the StateSen. Charles 
Loving of the Warm Springs 
church deeded the chapel to the 
Lexington Presbytery. 

Efforts have been made In the 
past to revive lagging Interest 
In Bacova Chapel. In February, 
1971, the Warm Springs session 
decided to make one last con¬ 
certed effort "to develop a min¬ 
istry in Bacova that would he 
truly Christian and truly Re 
formed/’ the Rev. Mr. Hentie&see 
said. 

But success wasn't forthcoming, 
and In June 1971, the chapel com 
mlttee, composed of Alfred 
Hicks, Mrs. Emma Swearingen, 
Kenneth Agen, Marvin Pursley, 
M. L. Dalton and Kliner Hurt, 
uiiftmlnoush decided to recoin 
mend to the Warm Springs ses 
slon that this mlntstry be dls 
continued for lack of Interest. 
Normally, only 10 to 12 per¬ 
sons pariirtpaied in worship ser- 
v Ices at Bacova Chapel and some* 
t lines attendance dropped as low 
as four or five, the Rev. Mr, 
Hei\nessee said. 

Then, a group of Interested 
Bacova residents approached the 
Church Extension Committee of 
the Lexington Presbytery about 
the possibility of the chapel be¬ 
ing conveyed to a group In Ba¬ 


cova for the purpose of a com¬ 
munity center, with the stlpula 
tlon that no religious services 
of any type could ever be con¬ 
ducted there without the expres¬ 
sed approval of the presbytery. 
The extension committee stud¬ 
ied this request for several 
months, exploring In depth the 
need for a chapel in Bacova in 
light of the numerous churches 
In close proximity to the com¬ 
munity. 

Their ultimate conclusion was 
that “no valid Christian and Re¬ 
formed ministry could be car¬ 
ried on In Bacova or that It was 
needed*' since the area and Bath 
County In general already had 
more churches than the popu¬ 
lation actually demanded. 

The committee's unanimous re 
commendation to the Lexington 
Presbytery, approved at its April 
meeting, is that the property 
be conveyed to the corporation 
of Bacova residents seeking a 
community center with the fol¬ 
lowing stipulations; 

- No religious programs of any 
kind be conducted there without 
the expressed approval of the 
presbytery, and. 

If the corporation or succes¬ 
sor ever fails, the property shall 
revert to the presbytery. 

When asked why Hie presby¬ 
tery Insisted an these stlpula 
tlons the Rev. Mr. Hennessee 
said this was done “to protect 
the community from any unde¬ 
sirable groups or persons from 
gaining foothold In Bacova tn the 
name of religion that would bring 
a Might on the community and exit 
of a deep desire for this physical 
structure to serve the fine peo 
pie of the Bacova area In the 
best possible manner.”
